Did  you  know  Bedford  High  School  has  a  Student  Advisory 
Committee?  Well  now  you  do.  This  year's  committee  has 
seven  members.  These  people  meet  with  Mr.  Duggan  once  a 
month  to  discuss  any  issues  that  they  would  like  to  bring  before 
the  School  Committee.  The  student  representative  to  the 
School  Committee  this  year  is  Dave  Gersh.  He  attends  every 
School  Committee  meeting,  while  the  rest  of  the  committee 
goes  once  a  month.  One  of  the  issues  the  Student  Advisory 
Committee  brought  before  the  School  Committee  this  year  was 
a  proposal  to  replace  the  paper  plates  in  the  cafeterias  with 
permanent  plastic  plates.  The  proposal  was  accepted  and  is 
being  researched. 

The  Citizenship  Committee  organizes  community  service 
projects  for  the  school.  They  often  raise  money  for  charities  and 
projects  such  as  Globe  Santa.  During  the  month  of  December, 
the  Citizenship  Committee  collected  canned  goods  for  a  local 
food  drive.  They  are  also  in  charge  of  running  school  elections. 
The  Legislative  Committee  addresses  issues  concerning  poli- 
cies at  Bedford  High  School.  Some  of  the  issues  they  have 
addressed  in  the  past  have  been  class  rank,  course  offerings,  and 
requirements. 

Girl's  and  Boy's  State?  What  in  the  world  is  that?  Last  June, 
Maureen  Devlin,  Gretchen  Ela.  Charlie  Bowen,  and  Yung-Hsin 
Chen  were  sent  to  Girl's  and  Boy's  State  respectively,  where 
they  spent  one  week  creating  a  mock  state  government.  Girl's 
State  was  held  at  Mount  Holyoke  College  and  Boy's  State  at 
Bentley  College. 

The  250  students  at  each  were  divided  into  "towns"  or 
"cities"  of  about  20  people.  The  citizens  of  each  city  or  town 
elected  local  officials,  including  mayors,  aldennen,  modera- 
tors, and  clerks.  Each  city  and  town  also  elected  representatives 
to  the  State  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives.  Every  person 
was  also  assigned  to  a  political  party,  which  met  to  nominate 
candidates  for  the  six  highest  state  positions  of  Governor. 
Lieutenant  Governor.  Secretary  of  State,  Treasurer  and  Re- 
ceiver General,  Auditor,  and  Attorney  General.  The  political 
parties  also  decided  on  a  platform  of  issues.  Primary  elections 
were  held,  followed  by  a  press  conference  where  the  candidates 
for  each  office  made  a  speech  and  were  questioned  by  reporters. 
Candidates  for  any  of  the  offices,  local  or  state,  campaigned  by 
making  posters,  passing  out  buttons,  and  many  other  creative 
methods. 

Each  day,  all  of  the  citizens  listened  to  several  speakers  who 
addressed  a  variety  of  issues,  from  careers  in  the  military  to 
hypnosis.  Other  events  included  a  pep  rally,  a  variety  show,  an 
ice  cream  party,  and  a  pizza  party.  The  participants  learned  a 
great  deal  about  debate,  compromise,  and  government,  but  the 
most  valuable  part  of  the  experience  was  meeting  so  many 
different  people  and  forming  lasting  friendships.
